Eyestrain is a very frequeut 
cause of discomfort, or nervous 
disorders, and, if we are to believe 
certain ophthalmologists, of actual 
disease, not ouly of the eyes but 
also of other parts of the body. 
Eyestrain is not the same thing as 
poor eyesight. It may, indeed, be 
caused by the latter, but it ofteu 
exists when .Hie eyes are as nearly 
perfect as they ever cau be. It is 
meiely, as the name implies, a fa- 
tigue of the muscles of the eye — 
either of those that move the eye 
from side to side and up and down, 
or of those in the eye itself rhat are 
obnoerned In changing the focus of 
the crystalline lens in order to get 
a clear image. 

The most common cause of eye 
strain is some defect of vision, 
especially farsightedness or astig- 
matism; but it may come from us- 
ing the eyes In a poor light, from 
work that lequires rapid changes of 
focus, like oopying stenographic 
notes, or from overuse of the eyes 
when the patient is anwniiu or Is 
convalesciuv from a severe illness. 
In the latter condition you cannot 
walk a long distance or do any 
muscular work without becoming 
greatly fatigued, and the muscles 
of the eyes are weak just as those 
of the legs and the body are; they 
also become tired when they are 
overused A convalescent some 
times complains because he is not 
permitted to read all day long, but 
he should remember that the strain 
of oonstant reading is likely to re- 
tard convalescence and oven to in- 
jure his eyes permanently 

The eye that, is only sightly de- 
fective is most liable to eyestrain, 
for it constantly attempts to over- 
come the defect and to foroe clear 
vision, whereas the eye that has 
very bad sight can make no correc- 
tion unaided by glasses, and there- 
foie does not attempt to overcome 
its defeot and suffers fiom no 
strain. For that teason, alsosymp 
toms of eyestrain sometimes ap- 
pear for the first time when a per 
son puts on glasses to con eel a 
high degree of astigmatism. Un- 
less the corieotion is absolute, 
which it cannot always be, the 
patient will instinctively try to 
make it pel feet by forcing the 
muscles of accommodation. 

The symptom of eyestrain are 
varied. A common symptom is 
congestion, or inflammation of the 
edges of the eyelids ; not infrequent- 
ly that goes on to the formation of 
a stye. Headache, especially an 
evening headache, is one of the 
most frequent results of eyestrain; 
eye ache, coming on early in the 
day, as soon as one begins to use 
the eyes, is not uncommon. Indi- 
gestion that does not yield to diet 
ing and drugs sometimes disappears 
as if by magic when eyestrain is 
co i reeled. 

Eyestrain cannot always be cor- 
rected merely by fitting the eyes 
with the proper glasses, for it may 
be that the underlying cause is sys 
lemic, and that the treatment calls 
for tonics, good feeding; and rest 
from overwork and wony.

A contributor to the Canadian 
Magazine tells the story of a mount- 
ed-police scout who was sent with a 
dispatch to one of the smaller cut 
posts at the foot of the Canadian 
Rockies.

A HKMAHKAIUi: FISH 

The sidehill gouger thai travels 
always on hillsides and must go 
home backwards because its legs on 
one side are shorter than those on 
the other, the inilkingstool bird 
thai gives milk and makes a noise 
like a cowbell, and the great tiee 
squeaker and Ihe whangdoodle of 
terrible repute are interesting fa 
bulous Inhabitants of our northern 
wilderness. It would seem, indeed, 
that creatures so remarkable must 
be without rival. But a contribu- 
tor to Outdoor Life sends from Cali- 
fornia an account of the grunyou, 
a fish so unusual that it deserv. a 
In Hie category of uunatutal 
history phenomena. 

The grunyon, this writer says, 
are about the size of an ordinary 
smelt and not unlike it in appear- 
ance. In March, April and May, 
and again in August, the tisli 
spawn. Three days after Hie full 
of the moon, and one hour after 
flood tide, they come in large 
schools and deposit their eggs upon 
Hie beach above Hie water liue. 

As flood tide was at midnight, 
continues the writer, our party 
reached Ihe end of the saodspit 
called Newport Beach at about ten 
o'clock in the evening. The grun- 
yon came out to spawn on this 
Sandsptl After a jolly supper of 
" wienies" and coffee, one of the 
party who had wandered over by 
the edge of the came running back 
with a silvery fish in his land. It 
had arrived a little ahead of sche- 
dule. Our guide warned us not to 
make much noise; the fish, it seems, 
are sensitive to loud noises Just 
I lien a flapping and flopping came 
to our ears. They were coming 1 

As the next wave came in upon 
the shore it was a wiggling, flap 
ping mass of silvery fish. There 
were thousands upon thousands of 
them! As Hie water receded it lelt 
this great mass of fish high and 
dry. But they were not satisfied, 
and began to wiggle forward lo the 
looser sand beyond. Like a dele- 
gates they came, twisting and turn 
Ittg their little bodies until they 
leached a place of safely, where 
Hie next wave would not spoil their 
plans. Then the real phenomenon 
occurred — that of depositing their 
eggs Each and every one of those 
thousands of fish stood on its tail in 
the sand, and quicker than it takes 
to tell It, Wiggled down until only a 
shiny little head remained in view! 
There they rested for a few seconds, 
panting from their exertion la 
this little nest the mother deposited 

her eggS. While you stood awe 
struck, wondering what would take 
place next, they jumped with a lly 
leap to the beach, squirmed away 
to the water, and swam off.

Condors are the laigest of all fly- 
ing biids. The condor's wings, 
when spread out, have a spau of 
over ten feet, and these pinions are 
needed, seeing that the birds make 
their nests 16,000 feet up in the 
Andes. 

Needless to say, condors are birds 
of piey. It is said that two of them 
together cau kill a puma, which 
alone can kill and eat a horse. 
The writer lias no proof as lo the 
puma killing feats of condors, but 
it is a fact that they kill old horses 
on the South American plains, as 
well as deer, calves, lambs and dogs. 

That fact enables us to establish 
some sort of comparison between 
condors and our eagles. If two 
condors can kill a puma, fiow many 
eagles should it take to kill a big 
Scottish mountain fox ?

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The Journal editor has received 
several letters of inquiry from deaf- 
mutes in New England concerning 
the advisability of investing their 
money in an enterprise to form a 
stock company for tbe manufacture 
of patented devices, which is to be 
conducted by deaf men, whose work- 
ers shall also be deaf men and wo- 
men. 

The factory is to be located at or 
near Valley Stream, Long Island. 
So far as we know the enterprise 
I legitimate one — that is, it is said 
come within the law. There- 
fore, it becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual judgment whether or not to 
invest. 

The editor of this paper does not 
claim to be an authority on invest- 
ments, either in stocks, bonds, or 
real estate. It is up to the deaf 
themselves to make sure by inquiry 
or investigation, before placing their 
hard-earned money in any enter- 
prise. They should consider the 
risk involved, the prospects of an 
adequate return for money invested, 
and the solvency of tbe company. 
If they become stockholders in a 
new company, the money with 
which they purchased tbe stock will 
be used for the legitimate expenses 
of the company. If the profits are 
big, their dividends will also be big ; 
but if there be a deficit in the run- 
ning expenses, they will get no di- 
vidends and the value of their stock 
will be diminished or become worth-

Ed. Journal : — When I penned 
the article that appeared August 
4th, I had no idea of provoking a 
controversy, but of pointing out 
what seemed a mistake on the part 
of the management of the N. A. D., 
in the hope it would be avoided in 
the future. But the Rev. J.- II. 
Cloud takes issue with me, assert- 
ing, in effect, that there- is no 
foundation for the charge. 

Vt the Detroit Convention, I, ns 
well ns the mnjotity, saw nothing 
untoward in the proceedings. I 
dercurrents do not always show on 
the surface. But a couple of 
months later, a private letter was 
shown to me in which the writer 
several instances of discri- 
mination. He bad done much to 
make the occasion a success, and 
had been led to believe he would In- 
invited to address the assembly, and 
was d to do so, but was not 

even mentioned. No Catholic priest 
had a chance to speak, though 
ministers "of other denominations 
spoke several times. Rev. Father 
Kaufman worked energetically to 
aid the convention but was ignored. 

At the time of reading this letter 
I said nothing, hoping the hard feel 
ing would die out if not kept warm 
by discussion. But in the Catholic 
Ufa/ Mute of July, 1921, the Chi 
cago correspondent speaks of another 
exclusion of the Catholics from de- 
bate, on the occasion of the meeting
